LIGHT ON CORAL REEFS. 


Keiv Theory CoiiccrninK Tlieir Meth- 


od oi Ijrection. 


A specially interesting communica- 


tion was made at a meeting of the 
Royal Society of Edinburgh the other 
day by Professor Alexander Agassiz 
of America. The professor devoted his 
attention to the subject of coral reefs, 
with special reference to the theories 
of their erection, says the London 
Chronicle. He himself has been an in- 
defatigable explorer of reefs in the In- 
dian, Pacific and Atlantic areas, and 
the main purport of his address was to 
convey to the society the ideas he had 
been led to formulate concerning the 
manner in which the circular reel's, or 
"atolls," come Into existence. 


Darwin in 1S43 showed that as coral 


could only grow at a limited depth we 
had to take into account the sinking 
of land as a factor in the production of 
barrier reefs and "atolls." As the orig- 
inal" lacd sank the corals, being afford- 
ed fresh foundations, grew upward. 
Darwin's views were disputed by Sir 
John Murray of the Challenger expedi- 
tion and others. They contended that 
'"atolls" are built upon foundations of 
submarine origin and that no subsi- 
dence of land is necessary for their 
erection. The circular lorrn ot the 
"atoll," which incloses a lakelike sea 
area, is attributed to the erosion or 
wearing away of the coial substance 
by sea and chemical action. To this 
view Professor Agassiz subscribes as 
the result of his im estimations.

PARIS TO NEW YORK BY RAIL 


Explorer De "Windt Sng-gests a Route 


1>j- tlie Bering Tunnel. 


"I believe absolutely in an all rail 


route from Paris to New Y'ork," said 
Harry De Windt, the explorer, who 
reached New York city early the other 
morning, having made the trip from 
Paris by an all land route, except for 
Bering strait, iu 24S days, says the 
New York Tribune. "That railroad 
plan is absolutely feasible. The chief 
difficulty will be at Bering strait, but 
this can be overcome with comparative 
case by the building of a tunnel. A lot 
cl fools over in France have been talk- 
ing about a bridge, but this is ridicu- 
lous, for the ice moves four miles an 
hour, and it would never hold such a 
structure. I've just been there, and I 
know. If the money is forthcoming for 
this road, and I believe the funds will 
l>e secured, then it will be completed 
in twelve years. In another ten years 
the line will pay for itself."

peat the trip for anything. One fear- 
ful experience of his^previous trip h:

PENNIES ON THE CEILING. 


A. Xcw Method of Collecting; Charity 


Funds. 


The landlords of .some of the public 


houses iu the poorest districts in the 
east end of London have invented a 
new method of collecting money for 
the hospitals, says the London Graphic. 
They recognize the fact that the aver- 
age man is usually charitably disposed 
when he is in a public house, aud so 
they give hitn a chance to do some 
good with his money. Iiicidpatally 
they also furnish him with a little 
iniioceirt, ^mr.Bemeirt. "While the man 
Is! siijpiu'?; his drink the landlord os- 
tentations'h- takes 'a penny from his 
till. lie next produces a thin slice 
from a cork with a tin tack run 
through tlie center. He then places 
the piece-of cork on the top oX tho 
penny and wraps them in a piece of 
thin 
colored paper. The paper is 


screwed up tightly so that the point 
of tho tin tacic pierces it and iy twisted 
in the form of a "tail." 


When the landlord has completed 


these 
mysterious 
preparations, 
ho 


throws the penny -wrapped in the paper 
up to the ceiling. The tack goes into 
the ceiling and the penny in tho col- 
ored paper remains up there. Some- 
times the "tail" is cut into ribbons and 
sometimes two cr three pieces of paper 
of different colors are used. In any 
case the customer wants "to have a 
try." The landlord furnishes the cork 
and the tin tack and the colored paper. 
The customer finds the penny. With a 
very little practice any one can make 
a penny stick on the ceiling, and so, in 
course of time the ceil'ng becomes gay 
with colored streamers of paper. Wh-.'n 
the ceiling is full, the pennies are 
pulled down ancl sent to a hospital, 
and the fun begins all over again.

In Poverty. 


KW01AHT OF WEALTH 15 SIGHT. 


Gtarlc of the United States 


Bureau Tells Some Sew and 


Interesting: Facts Abont the Cu- 
kai>«—The Simple Life of a Planter 
Described. 


Cuba is perhaps the only country in 


the world within the borders of which 
resides a millionaire who lives in pov- 
erty and squalor, says the Washington 
/firrp«Tv>t)rii->r)t; of tho '~"]:. 
;f,i"'O Tribnno. 


He If not a miser and is in all proba- 
bility ignorant of the vast wealth he 
possesses. This man owns 1,200 acres 
of land, 900 of which is covered with 
hardwood valued at from ?50 to §80 a 
log. Figuring fifty logs to each acre 
of wooded land at §80 a log, his wealth 
amounts to $3,600,000. 
tlis property 


m&y be worth double this amount. The 
Cuban is doing little to develop his 
property, but will not sell it at any 
price. He was discovered by Profess- 
or Clark of the labor bureau, who spent 
several months in Cuba. As to the 
Cuban's mode of life Professor Clark 
Bays: 


"The home of a countryman in Puer- 


to Principe province may be described 
as typical. It chanced to be a little 
apart from the bridle path at the edge 
of a forest. The house had been erect- 
ed since the war and contained two 
rooms and an open shed, where cook- 
Ing was done. The walls and parti- 
tions were of palm bark tied to the 
framework of poles, and the roof was 
of palm leaf thatch. There -were no 
floors and ceilings, and no sawed lum- 
ber was used in the building. 


"In the shed a raised terrace of earth 


~ about three feet high and 
walled 


around with small logs held the fire 
like some rustic altar. The cooking 
utensils consisted of a frying pan and 
a few .tin dishes and kettles. The 
doors were of matting. One of the 
rooms contained a table of home con- 


* etruction, supported on posts driven 


Into the ground. There were also a 
sewing machine, a clock (both of Amer- 
ican make) and an iron washstand and 
bowl" in this apartment. The chairs 
were of rural 'manufacture, of cedar, 
leather bottomed, and were identical 
In pattern with the recently revived 
mission furniture. 
• "The sleeping apartment contained 
iron beds and hammocks. 
The yard 


and garden were fenced and contained 
yucca and yains, bananas, sugar cane 
^and a few fruit trees. A couple of 
swarms of bees were hived in hollow 
logs. A small patch of corn occupied 
a field behind the garden, and with it 
were grown a few squashlike vegeta- 
bles. A rude wooden press for crush- 
ing cane stood" behind the house. The 
juice of the cane was boiled to a sirup 
and used for home consumption. 
A 


- pony and two goats were the only do- 


mestic animals, if we except a flock of 
fowls, a" few pigeons and a tamed na- 
tive rat. 
All the water used was 


•brought on horseback from a distant 
spring. 


"In the morning the boys of the fam- 


ily were up before daybreak," says 
Professor Clark, "and had a bushel of 
sweet potatoes dug by the time the 
others put in an appearance. A cup 
of coffee sweetened with cane sirup 
was drunk, and the men went to the 
woods to work till well toward mid- 
,day, clearing land for a new banana 
patch. They used only machetes*in 
this work, and timber and brush were 
burned, the new land being thereby 
further fertilised for its new crop. 
Breakfast and dinner, the only two 
meals of the-day, consisted of boiled 
rice, boiled yucca, fried plantains and 
fried eggs. Probably this fare varied 
little from week to week. 


'•The head of this family owned 1,200 


acres of fertile bottom land, probably 
a fourth of which was cleared. The 
remainder contained much mahogany 
timber, worth from $50 to §80 a log 
on the river bank. The standard of 
living of this proprietor did not differ 
materially from that of his father or 
grandfather or' from that of the day 
laborer who was his neighbor. 


"The fare upon the sugar plantations 


is better than that of the peasant cul- 
tivator in his own home. The usual 
rations are a pound of beef, a pound 
of rice or beans, half a pound of bread, 
besides coffee and sugar. Salt codfish 
is also a standard article of diet with 


lie West Indian laborer. Much lard 


used, and the frying pan is as per- 


. niciously popular as in our own coun- 
try." 


Release o* Boer Prisoners. 


United States Consul Morey, at Co- 


lombo, Ceylon, where a large number 
of Boer prisoners of war have been 
held captives, has furnished the state 
department at Washington a copy of 
the'official announcement made as to 
the release of these prisoners. 
The 


point of the notice is that the repatri- 
ation of the prisoners is not to take 
place at once, but will depend on the 
readiness of the colonial governments 
to receive them, as the circumstances 
of the new colonies do not admit of 
the return o| unlimited numbers at 
one time. 
Foreign prisoners of war 


who do not claim to be burghers will 
not be allowed to return to South Af- 
rica. They may leave Ceylon at once 
at their own expense. Others may b« 
handed over to their consuls if their 
governments wish to make special ar- 
rangements for moving them; other- 
Wise they must wait until the British 
government finds it convenient to re- 
patriate them.

NO MORE SUN DANCES 


This Year's Performance the 


Last, Uncle Sam Orders. 


FEATUBES OF FINAL OELEBRATIOK 


Poncas Made the Best of Indian Ue- 


Hgluuit function and Wer<* It o> ally 
Lnvl*k an Most* to the \ isitins 
Tribesmen— Dance Held ^eur Ka- 
mons Miller Hanch. 


Dr. L. A. Mayhew and wife have re- 


turned from the Indian sun dance at 
White Eagle, says a Wellington (Kan.) 
dispatch to the New York Join nal. 


the Indians shall never hold another 
sun dance," said Dr. Mayhem. 


"Even this year the government de- 


nied the Indians the right to torture 
themselves. 
In former times they 


slashed themselves with knucs and 
gouged out pieces of flesh -with blunt 
stones, etc. 
The result was that tho 


Indians were led into the greatest of 
excitement. 
Often outbreaks among 


the Indians have been attributed to 
these sun dances. 
If an Indian can 


dance all djiy in the rays of the sun, 
looking all the time into its face, with- 
out tiring or showing signs of exhaus- 
tion, he has conquered the sun. Such 
an achievement allows him privileges 
in the tribe that make bun a great 
man. 


"The dance is of course the outcome 


of a superstitious belief, yet an In- 
dian never becomes too old or too ed- 
ucated to forego this belief. In the 
mob of seventy or eighty bucks and 
squaws who took part in the Ponca 
sun dance- this year were several grad- 
uates of Haskell, Carlisle and Chilioc- 
co Indian schools. Their paint and their 
equipage were just as bright and 
gaudy as those worn by the most ig- 
norant of the tribe. 
In the mob of 


dancers were representatives of the 
Poncas, Pawnees, Otoes, Tonkawas, 
Omahas from Nebraska, and Sacs and 
Foxes. 


"The sun dance Is a religious func- 


tion and is not done for the mere sport 
of the thing or for the benefit of the 
white spectators. The Indian believes 
just as much in the tiresome ordeal as 
the white man does in joining the Ma- 
sons or^nny secret order, and a part of 
the business of the dance is done in se- 
cret, not even the Indians who are not 
eligible to become dancers being per- 
mitted to know what is going forward. 
Some kind of herb is stewed and eat- 
en, some kind of narcotic is burned 
and inhaled from long pipes. 


"When the dancer appears for the 


day, he is adorned with paint, feath- 
ers, blanket or whatever it is his of- 
fice to wear, just as his degree be- 
tokens. 


"The Indians have many ideas that 


control the dance, one being the giv- 
ing of expensive presents. ' Only the 
dancers have the privilege of1 selecting 
to whom the presents be given. Ev- 
erything from money to ocher goes. 
Some of the lucky Indians receive 
money and some silk and broadcloth 
dress patterns, ponies, tents and even 
sewing machines. The custom is for 
the squaw to appear with a roll of 
money that ^iouhl choke a cow, some- 
horses, many of which are led with 
halters made from silk or broadcloth 
dress patterns, and their tails and 
manes tied up with the same expensive 
harness, and select which of the vis- 
iting tribes is to be honored. Chief 
White Eagle would then advance, sing- 
ing a crude song, and at the suggestion 
of some of the dancers of the Ponca 
tribe single out a buck or squaw as 
the case might be from the visiting 
tribe and present the gift. 


"Then the dance would proceed. 


There were fully 1,800 Indians attend- 
ing the clance, and they were the guests 
of the Poncas, who suffered in pocket 
keeping them and giving them pres- 
ents. 
They have sold their land and 


are just now rolling in wealth. Mer- 
chants in Ponca City and other towns 
adjoining the reservation are getting 
rich on the sale of material to the 
Poncas. 


"None of the dancers can keep up 


his work continuously all day. 
The 


festival runs from sun-up to sundown, 
but the dancers repair to tents at in- 
tervals to refresh themselves with 
stew and narcotics. A part of the cer- 
emony is held the night before the 
dance begins and is secret. 
In the 


morning of the first day the cinef 
mounts a knoll and with a large cross 
made of tree limbs tells how the tribe 
has endured. 'Once,' he s-ijt., 'the tribe 
had no black paint with which to paint 
the cross, but we burned prairie grass 
and mixed it with water and made 
black paint.' 
Then he would adorn 


the base of the cross with black paint. 
The top is painted red to signify blood. 
The black signifies war. 


"The Indian who loses a member of 


bis family ne\er mourns until the time 
of the sun dance. lie gives a certain 
day during the dance to f-hed his tears 
and relieve his soul, and he does it 
with a vengeance. Some of the wor«t 
noises imaginable come from the tents 
where the mourners are at work. 
During his period of mourning he docs 
not c-at or sleep.

ings, has been leased for a term of 
years to Michael 1'. Grace, a brother of 
former Mayor William U. Grace of 
New York. 


Mr. Grace will use the abbey as a 


winter residence, says the New York 
Herald, which means that he and his 
family will occupy it from November 
until May, when they go up to London 
for the season to their town Lou*o at 
40 Belgrave square, spending the re- 
mainder of the summer on their estate 
In Scotland. 


According to a letter written to his 


relatives in the United StaUs, Mr. 
Grace will make the old place more 
convenient, though perhaps at the ex- 
pense of its picture&queness. 


"It will be brought up to twentieth 


century standards of living," hu writes, 
"fitted up with electric lights, modern 
plumbing and all that it implies." 


So far as possible, however, the 


marks of age will remain undisturbed. 


As soon as the desired alterations are 


made, which will probably be within 'a 
few months, the ancient halls will be 
the scene of a gayety they have not 
witnessed for many yeais. 
Mr. and 


Mrs. 
Grace entertain largely, and their 


hospitality has become famous in Eng- 
land. 


Mrs. 
Grace was Miss Margarita Ma- 


son of Scotland. Miss Elisa Mercedes 
Mason two years ago married Hubert 
Beaumont, and last winter another 
daughter, Miss Elana, became the 
bride of Lord Donoughinore. 
There 


are two other daughters, Miss Gladys 
and Miss Margarita. 


For a long time Mr. Grace has leased 


Lord Howe's estate in Hertfordshire 
for his winter residence. He has been 
making his home in England for about 
fourteen years. 


Battle abbey, which belonged to the 


Lite Duchess of CUrv eland, widow of 
the fourth and last Duke of Cleveland 
and mother of Lord Rosebery, was 
sold at auction last autumn to Sir Au- 
gustus Frederick Walpole Webster, a 
descendant of Sir Thomas Webster, 
who bought the abbey from the sixth 
Viscount Montague in 1719 and in 
whose family the abbey remained for 
130 years. The purchase price was the. 
equivalent of $1,000,000. All of the 
valuable pictures and bric-a-brac were 
sold last March. 


Four years after his victory William 


the Conqueror had an abbey built to 
commemorate the event, and much of 
the ancient structure remains today, 
the high altar in the church marking 
the exact spot, it is said, where the 
body of the Saxon king was found. 
For 500 years the abbey wns intrusted 
to the Benedictine order and enjoyed 
great prosperity. At the reformation 
it was presented by King Henry VIII. 
to his master of the horse, who added 
the banqueting hall and converted the 
monastic buildings into a 
<J;' oiling 


house. 


"The perfect reality of a Gothic bat- 


tlement," as Nathaniel Hawthorne de- 
scribed it, the Gatehouse is as solid 
and massive as when it was built in 
1338, though hoary and venerable. The 
Abbot's hall, the Beggars' hall and 
some of the old cloisters are still part 
of the building which Mr. Grace will 
occupy, and the ruins include relics, of 
the old Abbey church of St. Martin.
